Philadelphia, Jan. 17. — At a meet- 
ing of the Johnstown flood relief com- 
mission to-day, arrangements were 
perfected with the GHrard Life Assur- 
ance Annuity company, for the adminis- 
tration ol the annuity fund, whereby 
522 children tinder 10 years of age, who 
were orphaned by tho llood, receive 
annually until they reach the ago of 18. 
Various other forms of relief were 
adopted. The secretary's report shows 
that the number estimated to have been 
drowned in Concmaugh valloy was 
2,280 persons; the number of bodies re- 
covered, 1,075; identified, 1,021; un- 
identified, 664l missiiig, 60. r >. 

The relict fund, received from various 
sources, amounted to !?2,liO. - t,07.'i. After 
all expenditures for relief have been 
paid the commission have on hand an 
unexpended balance of §70,031.

New Yoiik, Jan. 17.— Bradstreet re-

Ohio'* Senators Dying. 

Colombo*, Ohio, Jan. 17. —Senator 
Aabburn, Democrat, of Clarence county, 
died litis morning. This makes tbe 
third death among the Democratic mem- 
bers of the legislature within the week. 
Senator Howell is very ill and the senate 
is now u tic on political complexion. 

Indiana liooclM. 

Kvansville, Iud., Jau. 17.— The 
river at this point passed the danger 
line on the gauge at 8 o'clock last eve- 
ning and is still rising at the rate of 
half an inch an hour. The wator is 
spreading over the bottom lands, and 
those who have not already been driven 
from their . homes by tho Hood are re- 
moving their families and stock. A 
great amount of corn has been destroyed, 
and farmers having grain in danger of 
being washed away are at work with 
laborers placing it above tho high 
water mark of 1881. The pros- 
pects are that the water will 
reach a greater height than nt 
any time of the flood of that year. 
With the rapidly rising river at this 
place and advices of an additional rise 
of the upper and side-streams, the situa- 
tion is anything but encouraging. The 
officers of the steamer Blue Wing, which 
arri.ed last night from Calhoun, report 
the Green river rising at the rate of 
two inches an hour. Hundreds of fami- 
lies have been driven from their homes 
and many of them are living in the 
churches and school houses.

Helena, Mont., Jan. 17. — There is a 
break in the Republican ranks in the 
senate.

— Tho consul 
genera] in New York of the Argentine 
Republic states that on December 3rd 
that government formally recognized 
the Republic of Brazil, and fixed De- 
cember 8th as a day of national celebra- 
tion of the event. On the latter day 
flags were displayed and all public 
places illuminated in Buenos Ayres, and 
salutes were Bred by the Argentine men 
of war at homo and abroad.

Cincinnati, Ohio, Jan. 17.— A col- 
lision occurred on the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton & Dayton Railroad near Win- 
tun Pl.ce, Ohio, this evening.

Col. Prior Seconds the Address 
in the Commons. 



Fatal Pneumonia Follows an At- 
tack of La Grippe. 



A Promising Career Brought to an End— 
■Sorrow of the Secretary of State- 
Funeral Arrangements. 



\\ A8HIN0T0N City, Jan. 15. — Walker 
Blaine, examiner of claims in tbe slato 
department, und eldest son of Hon. 
James G. Blaine, secretary of state, died 
at the family residence at 8:20 o'clock 
this morning of acute pneumonia, super- 
induced by uu attack of grippe. He had 
been ill only a few days, and his death 
is a gudden and severe shock to the un- 
usually large circle of friends who were 
not aware be was bo dangerously ill 
until this morning. Tbe family are 
prostrated with grief. He was not feel- 
ing well all last week, and finally he be- 
came much worse, and was compelled 
to take to bii bed. 

The secretary gave a dinner on Mon- 
day night to a number of people prom- 
inent in official society, and Walker 
Blaine was feeling so lunch better that r.e 
sat up for some time chatting with the 
guests, and afterword.-, walked about 
the house. He contracted additional 
cold, which settled on bis lungs and de- 
veloped into acute pneumonia last 
night. 

This morning his condition was so 
alarming that all the immediate rela- 
tives and family were hastily summoned 
home by telegraph. He was delirious 
most of tho day, with exceedingly high 
temperature and painfully labored 
respiration. 

SKKTCH OF HIS LIFE. 

Walker Blaino graduated from Yule 
college in 1870 and studying law re- 
ceived the diploma from Columbia col- 
lege, New York in 1878, and in 1881, 
while Garfield was on his death bed, he 
gent for Walker Blaine aud appointed 
him third assistant secretary of stato, 
saying he appreciated bis abilityand de- 
sired to show it. After serving in this 
capacity very acceptably for nearly a 
year be was appointed on the Alabama 
claims commission, where he served 
with great credit from 1882 to 1885. 
On tbe advent of the present adminis- 
tration he was appointed solicitor of tho 
state department, a position which he 
has also filled with great credit and 
ability. 

FCNERAL ARRANGEMENTS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C, Jan. 17. — Ar- 
rangements for the funeral of the late 
Walker Blaine to-morrow were com- 
pleted to-day. Private services, to 
which the President and members of the 
Cabinet and intimate friends have been 

invited and will attend, will be held at 

the Blaine mansion at 10 a. m. The re- 
mains will then be taken to the Church 
of the Covenant, where the public ser- 
vices will begin at 11 o'clock. Seats in 
the body of tbe church have been re- 
served for the members of the family 
and relations, for the President and 
Cabinet and diplomatic corps, and sena- 
tors and representatives. Secretary 
Blaine, who since the death of his son 
bus remained at his home in Lafayette 
square, went out for a walk to-day. 
Blaine is in the deepest grief, but bears 
his affliction well, and gives no indica- 
tion of physical prostration.

Ottawa, Jan. 17.— Both in tho Benato 
and commons the address was disposed 
of in short order to-day. Hon. Mr. 
Boulton't following tho English practice 
rathor unusual ill Canada, wore his scar- 
let uniform. He iH not a very able 
speaker, but, seconded by Lougheed, 
made a very favorable impression. Ab- 
bott, .summarizing the debate, said that 
England had done everything in her 
power to bring tho BehringSea question 
to a favorable conclusion. There bus 
been some delay in the declaration of 
the public rights of Canada but the cor- 
respondence would show that England, 
short of provoking conflict, has had 
Canada's interests at heart. He indig- 
nantly repudiated the imputation that 
England had refrained from tuking ac- 
tion owing to her commercial interests 
in tho states. 

ln the Commons, Mr, Rufus Pope 
moved the address and Lt. -Col. Prior 
seconded it, Mr. Ettt'lo being down with 
la grippe. The genial colonel made an 
excellent speech despite bis short time 
for preparation. He spoke of the great 
prosperity of Victoria and said no pro- 
vince of Canada was more prosperous 
than British Columbia, He was glad 
to state that there had been a vast, in- 
crease of national feeling since the con- 
struction of the Canadian Pacificrailway. 

He held that it was about timo the 
Behring's Sea dispute was closed, as 
British Columbians had suffered insults 
and losses too long. It was gratifying 
to learn that the government intended 
iloing their best to help the fishing in- 
dustry. The salmon canuers hud had 
their requests conceded in a most 
gratifying manner, but be hoped Hon. 
Charles Tupper would see his way 
clear to visiting British Columbia 
this year to see for himself the immense 
resources of the province. 

Hon. Wilfred Laurier complimented 
Mr. L'ope and Col. Prior, and made a 
few criticisms on the government's 
policy. 

Sir John replied in a vigorous speech, 
but made no special reference to inter- 
national mutters. 

Mr. Taylor will introduce a bill to 
retaliate on the Americans for putting 
the Alien contract labor law in force 
against Canadians.

The Southern Pacific notify 
through passengers that there will be 
nothing through for twenty-four hours 
at least.

The Northern Paci- 
fic are getting trains through from eight 
to twelve hours Into. The O. R. & N.

Tbe storm is unpre- 
cedented and unprepared for. The last 
through train over the Southern Pacific 
came in on tho 13th. There seems, from 
a railroad point of view, to be no pros- 
pect of through trains before Sunday.

Itdenounces the ultimatum of 
the English government and strongly 
advocates Latin federation as a preventa- 
tive of similar acts of aggression and 
oppression. This scheme, its says, is 
making great progress, and the force of 
the movement is Been in Brazil. The 
manifesto is very moderate in its tone. 
It does not advocate a revolution, but 
rather appeals to the people to resort to 
milder measures as a more effectivo 
menus to success. All the newspapers 
counsel prudence and moderation on the 
part of the government and people. 

Tbe Meeting Ended In a Sow. 

Liverpool, Jan. 17. — A liberal-un- 
ionist meeting was held here to-day, 
which began under most favorable 
auspices, but ended in a disgraceful 
row., T. W. Russell, unionist member 
of parliament for South Tyrone, at- 
tempted to make a speech, but was 
vigorously and persistently hissed, 
whereupon he left the plaiform. A 
tremendous uproar ensued, which ended 
in several fist fights snd an informul ad- 
journment of the meeting. 

A Glass Bottle Trust. 

London, Jan. 17.— A glass bottle 
trust has been formed in London by tbe 
uniting of 23 firms engaged in the manu- 
facture or sale of glass bottles, with a 
iew to the maintenance of uniform 
prices.

The Speech from the Throne is o 
business document from the tirst sen- 
teuco to the last. Words are not wasted 
in lino sounding phrases which mean 
nothing. The Governor-General alludes 
to his visit to the Northwest Territories 
and British Columbia in a fow pregnant 
and pointed sentences'; m which the re- 
sults ot his observations anil expunencc 
are clearly and comprehensively ex- 
pressed. Ho iound tiie people of West- 
ern Canada loyal and prosperous. He 
could not have said more, and to better 
purpose, it he had spoken for half an 
hour. He did not add that the peopli 
generally admired ami liked the Gover 
uor-Geueral. They found in; him a sen 
sible, unpretending gentleman, who «■«■■ 
most desirous to yet an accurate kuowl 
edge of the country and its resources 
in order that he might aid, as far as his 
opportunities admitted, in developing its 
resources, and in improving its condi- 
tion. 

The paragraph relating to the Beh 
ring's Sua question was most probably 
suggested by his visit to this province, 
The Governor-General when he was 
here had an opportunity of getting at 
the truth with respect to the seal fish 
eries, of winch he was not slow to avail 
himself. As this question is more Iin 
penal than it is Canadian it is parti 
cularly fortunate that the Governor 
Geueral is iu a position to give the 
Homo authorities information on tin 
correctness of which they ouu impli- 
citly rely.

We are sorry to see that measures 
a being taken in Vancouver to organ- 
ize a sectional association. All that a 
Mainland association can do will ho to 
ini rease and intensify the sectionalism 
that is already too general and too 
strong in this province. There is no 
reason why thero should ho antagonism 
between the Mainland and the Island, 
and there are many and strong reasons 
why they should work together united- 
ly and harmoniously. Wo think that 
the people of the Mainland can depend 
upon the Legislative Assembly doing 
them justice in the redistribution of 
seats. Their own representatives are 
numerous enough and zealous enough to 
look after the interests of their part of 
thu country, and we are quite sure that 
there is not among the Island members 
ihe slightest desire to treat the Main- 
land, or any section of it, unfairly. We 
do not think that the new association, 
if it is formed, will exercise 
iny very great influence upon the 
legislature, but it may, and we 
fear it will, provoke strife and create 
jealousy between the inhabitants of the 
island and mainland parts of the pro- 
vince. This is greatly to be deprecat- 
ed. If British Columbia is to prosper 
it must be united. If the spirit which 
suggests the formation of a Mainland 
association extends and becomes 
stronger it may, and most probably will 
result in a separation of the Island from 
the Mainland. Thero are many on the 
Island who desire this now, and if the 
ill-feeling which the Mainland assooia 
tion will be sure lo generate becomes 
general the split will be inevitable. 

We trust that moderate and reflecting 
men on the Mainland who have the 
good of the whole province at heart 
will do what they can to discountenance 
this sectional movement. They must 
see that it can do no good and that it 
may do much harm. 

THE COASTING REGULATIONS. 

Editor Daily Colonist: In the 
Daily Colonist of thu 'Jlst December 
last appeared a telegram from your New 
Westminster correspondent, and an edi- 
torial article, referring to the uction of 
the board of trade of this city on the 
resolution of the Vancouver board which 
proposed to secure the enforcement of 
the coasting regulations. I am directed 
to correct the" erroneous impression 
which that telegram and article arc cal- 
culated to produce in the minds of per- 
sons unacquainted with the facts. On 
the 25th of October this board passed a 
resolution expressing the opinion that 
the enforcement of the coast- 
ing regulations at the present 
time would interfere with the 
trade of this province inasmuch as 
we did not now possess British vessels 
suitable for handling the traffic that 
would bo affected by these regulations, 
and that the regulations should not be 
enforced until such vessels were avail- 
able. When the Vancouver board sent 
a request for co-operation in its effort to 
.-ecure the enforcement of the regula- 
tions, this board simply replied that it 
could not do so until the condition named 
above had been provided, namely, autli- 
cient British shipping to handle the 
traflic effectively. The Vancouver 
hoard is of the opinion that such ship- 
ping is already within' reach ; this hoard 
is not in possession of any information 
that would warrant such an opinion. 

Both themsinland boardsbelievo it would 
lie best to enforce the regulations 
against American bottoms in the same 
way as thu American regulations are 
enforced against Canadian bottoms, but 
they uie not agreed as to the propriety 
of enforcing them just now. The ac- 
tion of this board was not intended to 
he, and was not u "snub" to the Van- 
couver board, or a "slap in the face," as 
you have put it. The two mainland 
boards always have been, and are now, 
on most friendly terms; nnd I have the 
best reason for stating that the action 
of this board was quite clearly under- 
stood by the members of the Vancouver 
board to have been taken without the 
remotest thought of unfriendliness, and 
that they are quite satisfied with it.

Boston, Jan. 10. — Tho Christian 
science patient, Miss Florence Gillespie, 
of Chattanooga, Tenn. , died hist Friday 
in this city, and her body has been sunt 
to the homo of her father, J. G, Gilles- 
pie, in Chattanooga.

They hired rooms at No. 20 Clttremout 
Park, and the consumptive put herself 
under treatment. They told her that 
nothing was really the matter with hur;

She boro up heroically and followed 
the treatment to tho letter. She helped 
in work round tho house, did part of the 
cooking and got out of bed at daybreak 
all because her doctor so recommended. 
Miss Gillespie used often to aslc for 
something to eat between meals, but 
this was strictly forbidden. At lunch 
she often asked for a bit of moat or 
fowl, but this was also forbidden. 

Toward the end Miss Gillespie failed 
rapidly and looked very badly.

she always spoke with affection and 
respect. She often said: "In belief, 
I'm dying j in belief.
